On the very spot where he 
wa# refused warmth now stands the 
World building, 


Became a Reporter. 


From New York 
Pulitzer drifted 
westward. 
He finally reached 
St. 
Louis, where he attracted the attern 
lion of Pari Schurz, and was employed 
by him on the Weatiirhe Post, one of 
the most widely read German newspa­ 
pers In the Union. 
He soon rose to the position of 
managing editor and gainml a pro 
prletary interest in this Journal. 
In 
1*7h he purchased the St. lamia Dis­ 
patch. which tie combined with the 
Evening Post, giving to the associated 
enterpri e the title of Post-Dispatch. 
This paper he owned at the time of 
hi# death. 
While still voting he became strong­ 
ly Intel c o e d In |M»lltlcs, aud 
mrtde 
him?elf *0 prominent that 
he was 
elet ted to the Missouri stale legisla 
ture In 1869 wheii 
but 
twenty-two 
years of axe 
In 1872 he was a dele 
irate to the (’In lunati convention that 
nominated Horace Greely as Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the presidency 
In 1874 he served as a member of the 
Missouri 
constitutional 
convention, 
and in I SSO became a delega’e to the 
tv,.,•( 
atle national convention and 
the >1 isouri rn em lier of Its committee 
in platform. He was elected to con- 
•ress In I Mkt, but resigned after a few 
mint bs' servil e, his journalistic duties 
'♦quiring bis undivided attention. 
Ills resilience in New York began 
in 18x3. In which year he purchased 
the New York World, a newspaper 
which had been twenty-three years in

managers, 
nit without attaining any laige circu­ 
lation Since that period ne had been 
sole proprietor and editorial manager 
of the World and made of it an un 
precedent*! success.
